Its fun going out and doing stuff. Its also fun to try 
doing the outside stuff inside with the family.

A couple or three years later, my friend Paul got to 
use his Mom’s car on Friday night. He was allowed to 
drive into Pasadena and no further than that.

So I got 
to ride along! I had a paper route with the Pasadena Star 
News so I saved my money and always had a few bucks 
in my pocket for spending.

Down on Colorado Blvd., right next to P.C.C. was a

din noted that the variance 
allowed Richter to build to 
the property line. That plan 
could be approved or dis¬ 
approved, with Richter 
and the Simonsens then 
figuring out in court where 
in fact that property line is. 
Lambdin noted that specif¬ 
ic criteria had to be met for 
a variance to be granted, 
and he did not believe that 
those criteria had been 
met. “It seems to me a 
matter of convenience,” 
Lambdin said. He added 
that granting the variance 
was tantamount to giving 
Richter “special privi¬ 
lege,” not the intent of the 
provisions for variance. 

Mayor Doyle countered 
that of necessity, Richter 
would be undertaking a 


great deal of work on the 
garage side of the proper¬ 
ty anyway, and he would 
rather see the addition 
build vertically on the ex¬ 
isting footprint than cut 
laterally into what is cur¬ 
rently open hillside space. 

Council members Miller 
Fisher, as well as Hayes 
and Stockly, agreed with 
Lambdin. “I don’t think it 
meets the criterion of be¬ 
ing unique,” Miller Fisher 
said. She added that the 
large lot size simply meant 
that Richter had “more 
possibilities,” and added 
that given current setback 
regulations, only 25% of 
the proposed project 
would be allowable. 

“It’s higher than allow¬ 
able, on a zero lot line, and 


eight feet from the street,” 
Lambdin noted. Doyle, 
saying that the Council 
was merely disputing aes¬ 
thetics, reiterated his posi¬ 
tion that the proposed 
project would be “less in¬ 
trusive overall” than a lat¬ 
eral expansion. 

Miller Fisher moved to 
approve the appeal and 
deny Richter’s variance, a 
motion that was upheld on 
a 4-1 vote, with Mayor 
Doyle opposed.

“The Legend of Matt 
Denny,” printed on the 
covers of the menus at 
Matt Denny’s Ale House 
in Arcadia, is an extensive 
one. The only son of an 
Irish sea captain, Denny at 
age 14 lost his family in 
the Bermuda Triangle. The 
one thing he learned to do 
was cook, and his journeys 
took him from the Carri- 
bean to Mexico to the Pa¬ 
cific Northwest to Califor¬ 
nia, he always turned to 
preparing top-level cuisine 
to make friends and earn 
money. Over 100 years lat¬ 
er, the legend goes. Matt 
Denny’s Ale House turned 
up in Arcadia, using the 
original Matt Denny’s rec¬ 
ipes from ail over the 
world. 

Matt Denny’s Ale 
House, which has been 
open for three months, is 
the first of its kind. “The 
first of many, hopefully,” 
says Matt McSweeny, 
who along with Dennis 
Hartman, another foothills 
local, owns Matt Denny’s. 

The menu is diverse, 
primarily bar & grill type 
fare, with some dishes one 
might only expect to see in 
an upscale restaurant. The 
extensive appetizer list 
covers such basics as na- 
chos, jalapeno poppers, 
and chicken tenders, but 
also more specialized 
items such as the sausage 
plate and steamed clams. 

Salads are huge and 
tasty, from the basic dinner 
salad to the “Hail Caesar” 
and the blackened chicken 
breast salad. There is also 
a variety of soups, and the 
tracker’s chili (with 
beans). Burgers come in 
the basic hamburger to the 
more exotic ostrich burger, 
or for the health-con¬ 
scious, the garden burger. 
Optional toppings include 
chili, guacamole, mush-

rooms, and more. 

There are many sand¬ 
wiches available, again 
from the basics (pastrami, 
turkey, etc.) to the more 
exotic (Black Forest Ham, 
Italian, BBQ sausage/tur- 
key/pork/tri-tip). Also 
served are fish and chips, 
steak, ribs, Guiness pot 
pie, chicken picata, and a 
variety of seafood. Person¬ 
ally, I had the chicken pi¬ 
cata with French fries and 
garlic bread, and a salad, 
and it was all excellent. 

Matt Denny’s also has a 
kids menu. Indoor and out¬ 
door dining are available, 
and Matt tells me that 
when the weather permits, 
the outdoor dining is very 
popular. A variety of beers 
and ales (well over 50) in¬ 
cludes once again the ba¬ 
sics (Bud, Coors, etc.) to 
the more esoteric (Sam 
Adams, Anchor Steam, 
Labatt’s, Bass). Condi¬ 
ments are arranged at the 
table in cardboard six- 
packs from some of the 
beer and ale selections. 

Matt Denny’s is made 
to order for the sports nut, 
with television screens all 
around the restaurant 
tuned to different events. I 
watched three different 
NHL playoff games, and 
two baseball games. The 
volume is muted the ma¬ 
jority of the time, allowing 
for family dining (with dis¬ 
creet glances at the TV to

check scores). During big 
games, the volume is 
turned up. 

“Things have been go¬ 
ing pretty well,” Mc¬ 
Sweeny says. “This build¬ 
ing really sort of slapped 
us in the face. It was exact¬ 
ly what we were looking 
for.” While recognizing 
that Matt Denny’s does not 
have the advertising bud¬ 
get of an Outback, or a 
B.J.’s (some of the neigh¬ 
bors on Arcadia’s Restau¬ 
rant Row), he and Hartman 
are focusing on the food 
and service in an effort to 
bring in repeat customers, 
an effort that has been 
working. 

Matt Denny’s is also 
interested in an active in¬ 
volvement in the Arcadia 
community. While arriv¬ 
ing on the scene too late to 
sponsor little league teams, 
the group has become in¬ 
volved with local clubs, 
and participated in Arcadia 
High School projects. 
Next year, they will be ac¬ 
tively looking to sponsor a 
variety of sports teams. 
Special event nights, such 
as Dodger night (a bus trip 
to the Stadium) and an 
Anchor Brewery-spon¬ 
sored five-course meal 
have both sold out. Mc¬ 
Sweeny anticipates a Cigar 
Night in the future. 

“We just want to fit in 
as a neighborhood type of 
bar,” he says. 

The beauty of Matt 
Denny’s Ale House is its 
diversity. From the food to 
the atmosphere to the bar, 
there is truly something for 
everyone. The people are 
friendly, the food is great, 
and the location (145 E. 
Huntington) is central. 
Looks like a good formula 
for success, and one more 
great place that Arcadians 
can dine without leaving 
the City.

Politics And Morals a la WS 


“Measure For Mea¬ 
sure” by William Shakes¬ 
peare is a very peculiar 
play. It is listed among 
Shakespeare’s comedies, 
although critics have la¬ 
beled it an “unpleasant 
comedy.” The strictest 
definition of comedy is 
that no one dies at the end. 
(In the current production 
at the Knightsbridge The¬ 
ater, director Tiger Reel 
has modified that. No ma¬ 
jor character dies.) 

It was Chekhov’s atti¬ 
tude that comedy arose 
from people taking them¬ 
selves too seriously. He 
probably loved “Measure 
for Measure” (The title 
translates, roughly, as ‘Tilt 
For Tat.”) 

Reel has pounced on 
this tale of immorality and 
Puritanism in high places 
as having modem parallels 
and done the play in mod¬ 
em dress — which worked 
so well in their “Much Ado 
About Nothing”. 

Synopsis: The Duke of 


Vienna (Christian Noble) a 
humane hedonist in his pri¬ 
vate life, announces that he 
is taking a brief vacation 
from his political duties 
and turns his responsibili¬ 
ties over to his chancellor, 
Angelo (Chris Covics), a 
violently stiff necked mor¬ 
alist, who sets out to re¬ 
form the country by a sim¬ 
ple edict. Anyone acting 
immorally will die. This 
extends to a young man 
named Claudio, (Michael 
Ordano) who is arrested in 
the bed of his finance. (The 
marriage has been delayed 
because of dowry negotia¬ 
tions.) Claudio would hap¬ 
pily marry his sweetheart, 
but the hard fact remains 
that they are not married 
yet, and his is condemned 
to die the very next morn¬ 
ing! In panic he sends for 
his sister, Isabella, (Laura 
Standley) a novice nun, to 
plead for him, which she 
does. Angelo ignores her 
pleas, but conceives a sud¬ 
den and violent passion for 
her! If she will spend the 
night with him, her broth¬ 
er can be spared. 

She indignantly refuses 
and when she tell her 


brother, he too is shocked. 
But upon consideration he 
finds that he would really 
like to live, whereupon she 
berates him for wishing to 
avoid an heroic death.

Now the Duke never 
did go on vacation but 
hung around in disguise to 
see how Angelo used his 
borrowed power. He final¬ 
ly steps in and sorts things 
out. While he considers 
that Angelo deserves exe¬ 
cution himself, the other 
characters decide to be

“We’re excited!” says Michael Simonello, eight-year 
principal at Highland Oaks, a K-5 school in Arcadia 
which some 650 students call home.

“She was asking questions the minute she got off of the 
plane. She was extremely professional, and believe me, 
^ she knew our application inside and out,” Simonello 
says.

“It really demonstrates that quality of our entire District.
